Aitona, 
Hamburg next tveek wtll reduiw the 
weekly raiicu to 74 ouucea, sulwlliut- 
ing an allowance of #40 grams of bread 
f<<r th>' rest of the preunised five 
pounda To meet tbe dtssstUfactioa 
which this state of affairs produi'es, 
the Oovemi^nt haa authorised grocers 
to sell all their' leroatnlng stocks of 
canned vegetablea best 'wsek. 

The BerHn poimln ration Is belaf 
maintained, although with great dif¬ 
ficulty beesnse of the moral effect of 
reduHng at the capital Ihs allowance 
promised so definitely after the strike 
In April In remarkably wi»nled oflldsl 
appeals the people of Berlin s*e Im¬ 
plored to remember that the eyes nf 
ihe world are upim them.

Copenhagen, May If.—Tbe destruc¬ 
tion of the seppelln L-3S. reported la 
n British annouaceroeot on Monday, 
occurred off Bebjerg. within eight of 
the Daatoh const, according to eye- 
wltnesneo. Throe account# Indicate 
that not onn bot two seppellns were 
destroyed on that day. In ae much as 
tbe explosion of an airship off Tersch- 
elUng was reporied from Holland, at a 
point too distant to cover the aams 
case, the iooa of the necood alrahip to 
•ttribnied to lightning. 

The L-SS uraa seen off Bebjerg ow 
one of Ihe dally observation tours up 
end down tbe coast of Jutland. It was 
engaged by a British force which pre¬ 
sumably was k>oking for German de¬ 
stroyers (bat of late have been fishing 
op Brtttob mine fields In this region. 
The xeppetla woe not far from shore 
and was plainly visible. Its oocupants 
eould not be seen, but their presence 
was mads known by the sound of tuna 
Syewitsesoeo saw the airship dart up¬ 
ward ofttr tbe flrst round of ahots. 
Then they heard a second salvo. The 
aeppeltn e^eavored to manoeuvre It- 
be*f out of range, but with the third 
broadside It west down, mortally hit 
AJ.fini U aank atowly.A^ihtfi plung¬ 
ed down at great ep^ Into tbe am 
below the ho^on.

In Ihc recent wheat flurries and the 
exorbitant pfiee of flour Mr. V.-mfle 
saw a plot of the millers. In which the 
Government bad a hand, to pruve that 
free wheat did n«H help the consumer.

It Is not sufficient 
merely to dampen the surface: a 
thofiHigh watting should be given. A 
more satisfactory and more economical 
method of Irrigation la to open small 
fuiTf»wa between the Gtsra of groining 
plants and to supply water In lltesc 
ditches from a hose or pipe. Beveral 
b<»uiw after the water has soaked In 
the dry canh should be drawn bock 
Into place. • 

Krerybody who has a taste for vege- 
lablo salads should grow red beet, 
which Is uniong the easiest things to 
hsndle. .TIuiae who Inland to grow 
red beet should init In senl Gght away, 
cither In a box or where It la pro¬ 
posed to gr(»w the plants.
